Peter  Sweisgood  put 
forward  the  name  "Monarchs"  for  the 
college  teams.  "  I  remembered  that 
Monarch  Foods  used  a  picture  of  a  lion 
on  its  canned  goods,  and  I  thought  that 
would  be  a  good  nickname  for  us," 
recalled  Fr.  Peter.

"Telephone  services  began  in 
April  of  1903  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Pasco  County  Tele- 
phone Company.  'At  best  the  line 
was  nothing  but  a  play  thing  for 
the  subscribers,'  wrote  Charles 
Mohr.  As  a  stock  holder,  the  col- 
lege paid  $35  for  each  of  its  two 
'telephone  instruments,'  along 
with  quarterly  rental  fees.

The  first  serious  effort  at  farm- 
ing began  on  December  6,  1893, 
with  the  purchase  of  a  mule  named 
"Jenny",  along  with  a  plow  and 
cultivator  from  neighboring 
farmer  Fr.  Joseph  J.  Hasel.  The 
first  Saint  Leo  orange  wine  was 
made  by  the  brothers  January  29, 
1894,  from  fruit  'gratis  from  Rev. 
Hasers  grove.'  Among  the  many 
crops  produced  on  the  college 
grounds,  Roth  noted  that  the  first 
"muskmellon"  harvest  was 
brought  in  on  June  14, 1895.  An- 
other culinary  event  was  recorded 
on  March  10,  1896:  "The  Cooks 
made  the  first  Strawberry  Pie  from 
our  own  growing  in  the  history  of 
Saint  Leo."  (Horgan)

Throughout  this  yearbook,  we  have  used  excerpts  from  Morgan's  book  entitled  Pioneer  Col- 
lege, as  a  reminder  of  the  dedication  he  had  to  the  preservation  of  history  and  to  his  love  for 
Saint  Leo  College.  Pioneer  College  is  only  one  of  Dr.  Morgan  fs  many  book  accomplishments. 
In  addition  to  his  other  publications:  City  of  Flight:  The  History  of  Aviation  in  St.  Louis  (1984) 
and  The  Reagan  Years:  Perspectives  and  Assessments  (co-editor,  1988)  In  addition,  Horgan  was 
cited  for  teaching  excellence  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching,  he 
was  appointed  as  a  prestigious  Danforth  Associate,  he  was  founding  officer  of  the  Pasco  County 
NAACP  and  served  as  national  director  of  research  for  one  year  for  Caesar  Chavez's  United 
Farm  Workers  Union. 

Dr.  Horgan  has  also  left  a  legacy  that  will  be  shared  with  future  generations  of  students  at 
Saint  Leo  College.  Thanks  to  a  gift  from  Dr.  Horgan,  a  scholarship  (James  J.  Horgan  Endowed 
Memorial  Scholarship)  and  the  James  J.  Horgan  Reference  Collection  at  the  College's  Cannon 
Memorial  Library  more  lives  will  be  touched  by  his  generosity.

"Football  became  popular  in  the  1 920s  and 
was  soon  the  dominant  sport  at  Saint  Leo,  es- 
pecially in  the  1930s  and  1940s... The  first  re- 
corded inter-school  game  was  held  on  No- 
vember 17,  1923  (against  the  Sacred  Heart 
College  Jesuit  Football  team).  The  1930  Li- 
ons had  the  school's  first  undefeated  football 
season  with  a  record  of  five  wins  and  two  ties. 
The  1934  team  was  8-2-1.  The  Saint  Leo 
eleven  won  the  Catholic  state  title  in  1837 
with  an  8-0  record,  and  again  in  1938  7-1. 
Under  coach  Pat  Reen,  the  team  won  the 
Catholic  state  title  again  in  1946  and  had  an 
undefeated-untied  season  in  1949  8-0.

'"Life  is  not  a  dull  routine  of  praying  and  study- 
ing at  Saint  Leo,'  wrote  the  Florida  Times-Union  in 
1894,  'for  the  students  support  musical,  literary  and 
athletic  societies,  and  a  brass  band....'  The  first  cata- 
logue of  1890-1891  listed  seven  student  organiza- 
tions: Saint  Leo's  Library  Association-the  first  soci- 
ety established  at  the  college-the  Altar  Sodality,  the 
League  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus,  St.  Benedict's 
Choir,  the  St.  Aloysius  Society  (to  train  altar  boys), 
the  Military  Corps  of  Cadets,  and  the  College  Base 
Ball  League.  The  Crew  of  the  St.  Gilbert,  the  school's 
huge  whaleboat  was  added  the  next  year.  In  1 892- 
1893  the  Jolly  Minstrels  were  founded,  along  with 
the  St.  Cecilia  Quartette.... By  the  turn  of  the  century, 
there  were  ten  student  societies,  including  the  Lake 
Jovita  Bicycle  and  Boat  Club  and  the  College  Mili- 
tary Brass  Band."  (Horgan)

"  Student  Service'  was  introduced  by  Fr.  Stephen  in  1964  and 
required  each  student  to  give  four  hours  a  week  in  unpaid  labor  in 
some  campus  capacity.  Students  maintained  the  grounds,  worked  as 
laboratory  assistants,  catalogued  books  in  the  library,  helped  out  in 
the  athletic  department,  or  took  leadership  positions  in  college-wide 
organizations.  'The  program  has  a  two-fold  purpose,'  wrote  Bro. 
Bernard  Aurentz  in  the  Chronicle-Reporter:  'to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  idea  that  everyone  in  a  community  is  expected  to  give  of 
himself  for  the  betterment  of  all;  and  secondly  to  help  the  student 
prepare  for  the  responsibilities  of  a  mature  role  in  society.'  Added 
the  catalogue:  'the  concept  behind  this  area  of  the  student's  total 
program  is  a  logical  outcome  of  the  Benedicitine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tive endeavour.'"  (Horgan) 

Community  Service  is  still  a  stong  part  of  life  at  Saint  Leo  Col- 
lege, thirty-four  years  after  its  introduction.  Today,  community  ser- 
vice plays  an  important  part  in  the  lives  of  BOTH  students  and 
faculty,  staff,  and  administrators  members.  Throughout  the  year,  the 
College  community  has  joined  with  students  to  help  the  others  in  a 
variety  of  ways,  for  example,  recent  community  service  days  have 
included  painting  and  cleaning  at  Saint  Anthony  School  and  Sacred 
Heart  Daycare,  Olympic  Day  at  San  Antonio  Elementary  School, 
and  a  day  full  of  fun  and  music  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  at  the 
College.  The  day  spent  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  inspired  SLC 
students  to  take  action  when  they  learned  that  the  club  did  not  have 
basketball  hoops  at  their  center.  Several  students,  with  the  help  of 
Dr.  Rebekah  Thomas,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology,  held  a  car  wash 
and  raised  over  two  hundred  dollars  to  buy  athletic  equipment  for 
the  center. 
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Building  a  Strong  Community

Community  at  Saint  Leo  is  formed  by  a  diversity  of  people  coming  together  in  a  common 
learning  environment.

Community  needs  to  be  built;  it  just  doesn't  happen  on  its  own.  It  is  intentional  as  each 
person  contributes  and  works  together.  Community  does  not  exist  for  itself  but  is  a  mandate 
to  share  resources  while  inspiring  and  providing  opportunities  for  service.  From 
participation  in  various  organizations,  sports,  projects,  celebrations,  and  traditions,  to 
caring  for  each  other  in  times  of  need-sharing  a  meal,  a  room  and  a  prayer-Saint  Leo 
College  witnesses  to  the  value  and  reality  of  community  living. 
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"The  first  Saint  Leo  degrees  were  conferred  at  the  third  commence- 
ment on  June  20, 1 893.  The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  study  hall  on 
the  north  end  of  the  second  floor  of  the  college  monastery  building.  The 
school  orchestra  played  Tender  Flowers,'  'Little  Darling  Dream  of 
Me,'  and  'Home,  Sweet  Home.'  Fr.  William  Kenney  of  Jacksonville, 
the  home  of  many  of  the  Saint  Leo  students  in  those  years,  gave  the 
commencement  address.  Five  students  received  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Accounts  in  the  pioneer  graduating  class,  all  of  them  Floridians .  '  Saint 
Leo's  first  graduates  are  bright  and  intelligent  young  men  and  all  predict 
for  them  a  prosperous  career,'  said  the  Times-Union  of  Jacksonville. 
'The  reputation  of  their  college  is  safe  in  their  hands.'  This  commence- 
ment saw  the  adoption  of  the  widespread  academic  practice  of  student 
speeches.  The  audience  was  'greeted'  by  the  second-ranking  gradu- 
ate, who  gave  the  'saluatatory'  address;  the  top-ranking  graduate  said 
'farewell'  in  the  'valedictory'  address. 

Saint  Leo  had  a  monastic  environment  in  those  years,  with  a  disci- 
plined schedule  and  a  spartan  climate,  but  it  showered  awards  on  its 
students.  A  total  of  260  premiums  and  distinctions  were  bestowed 
upon  the  39  students  of  1 892- 1 893.  They  came  in  English  and  algebra, 
U.S.  history  and  geography,  bookkeeping  and  orthography,  Greek  and 
Latin,  telegraphy  and  architectural  drawing,  'school  of  the  soldier'  and 
'neatness  and  politeness.'  Only  three  students  received  no  academic 
awards."  (Horgan)

"Good  afternoon,  President  Kirk,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trust- 
ees, Distinguished  guests,  Faculty,  Friends  and  especially  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  1998,  who  are  the  reason  for  today's  ceremony. 

When  I  first  began  to  write  this  speech  many  thoughts  and  ideas 
flooded  my  mind.  For  a  while,  my  friend  procrastination,  whom  most 
of  you  know  personally,  stopped  by  to  visit  me.  I  asked  several  of  my 
friends  for  some  advice.  Big  Mistake!  They  each  had  different  sug- 
gestions and  ideas,  yet  they  all  wanted  me  to  remember  to  mention 
them  by  name.  Thanks  to  all  of  you. 

I  can  recall  four  years  ago  driving  with  my  family  to  Saint  Leo 
College  and  wondering  if  we  were  going  the  right  direction  or  if  my 
cousin  had  taken  a  wrong  turn.  As  we  passed  Marmion-Snyder  Hall, 
I  remembered  saying,  "Those  green  buildings  look  like  a  hospital  — 
keep  driving,  we  must  be  getting  closer."  We  actually  passed  the  col- 
lege. After  one  mile,  we  turned  around,  and  unanimously  declared 
that  the  "hospital"  had  to  be  Saint  Leo  College.  Four  years  later,  I  am 
very  glad  to  say  despite  my  mistaken  impression  of  the  freshmen  resi- 
dence halls,  I  pursued  my  degree  at  Saint  Leo. 

Whether  you  were  a  transfer,  commuter,  or  weekend  college  student 
during  these  years,  I  hope  you  agree  that  it  has  been  the  experience  of  a 
lifetime  and  one  you  will  never  forget.  Do  you  remember  sitting  in  the 
Coffee  House  until  2:00  a.m.  drinking  cappucinos  and  espressos  while 
trying  to  finish  a  paper  that  was  due  that  morning?  Do  you  remember 
running  to  Stone  Willy's  to  satisfy  your  late  night  munchies?  Do  you  re- 
member when  the  soccer  players  dyed  their  hair  green  (our  school  colors) 
or  shaved  off  their  hair  at  the  beginning  of  their  season?  Do  you  remem- 
ber trying  to  get  enough  quarters,  only  to  discover  the  change  machine 
was  out  of  change  and  your  clothes  were  dripping  wet  in  the  washer?  Do 
you  remember  those  earless  souls  who  lived  in  Marmion-Snyder  and  who, 
on  their  way  to  a  8:00  a.m.  class,  had  to  walk  against  the  Florida  wind 
that  swept  across  from  Lake  Jovita?

To  forget  the  mistakes  of  the  past  and 
press  on  to  the  greater  achievements  of 
the  future. 

To  be  too  large  for  worry,  too  noble  for 
anger,  too  strong  for  fear,  and  too  happy 
to  permit  the  presence  of  trouble  to 
enter  your  life. 

To  think  well  of  yourself  and  to  proclaim 
this  fact  to  the  world,  not  in  loud  words 
but  in  great  deeds. 

And  to  live  in  faith  that  the  whole  world 
is  on  your  side  so  long  as  you  are  true  to 
the  best  that  is  in  you. 
As  members  of  the  class  of  1998,  we  would  like  to 
thank  God,  our  parents,  other  family  members,  and  friends 
for  the  endless  support  and  encouragement  they  gave 
us  during  these  years.
